26 December 1946: I I the minelayer* Mellne , 

is now Se^weenHPorto Palermo and Saranda. Xt is armed with 
a 37aiia o gun and two Sms®. machine guns * It is Diesel operated 
and attains a maximum speed of 8/9 toots . The crew is 
composed of about 20 men. 
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2. 26 December 1946: A Yugoslav destroyer, "T.5" , patrols the 
lICSSSHBaEiSenlfaraBSO and Valona. It Is armed with two pairs 
of torpedo tubes ( approximately 450mm. ) , two 57m®. guns, one 
2Gmm 0 machine gun, and four Ssma. machine guns. The destroyer 
is Diesel operated and attains a maximum speed of 13 toots. The 
crew Is composed of about 55 men. 

3. 2-6 November 1946: The Swoboda, Pr avda, and Prledor, snips of 
TEarSTagusa^SHIppGxg Compand were'loaded in Flume with about 
120 heavy mortars and Skoda infantry guns. This materiel and 
corresponding ammunition, officially destined for Boucjies de 
Cattaro (Boka Kbtarp), actually went to Duraszo 0 

4. 23 December 1946: About 20 motor boats of Russian origin, ware 
uhXoaSeS'TK'Wume and later sent to Scutari.
